BEARS BY WHOLESALE - 

L. A. Galford, of Durbin, sends in 
the following letter about the killing 
of the seven bears near Durbin dur¬ 
ing the months of November and 
and December, 192fi: 

Editor Times*. 

Last fall about the first of Novem¬ 
ber, Hayes Hamrick, of Webster 
Springs, cams to the mountains 
round about Durbin and built five 
bear pen9. These pens were baited 
with beef. 

The first bear caught was a small 
one. It went in on the side of the 
pen, and the lid fell on it and killed 
it. However, the pen was visited 
the next day, and the o\eat was not 
spoiled. 

The next bear caught was a male 
bear. It weighed 223 pounds dress¬ 
ed, and was very fat. 

The third bear ^ve caught was a 
female that dressed 204 pounds. It 
was the fattest bear I have ever seen. 

Then about that time Kemp Meeks 
came to my place from his home at 
Stony Bottom. He had a bad case 
of bear fever. I saw that nothing 
hut a bear hunt would cure h’m. So 
Hayes and Kemp and I went up to 
May to camp and hunt. 

There were a party of hunters at 
May, who had been hunting bear tor 
thirty days but had gotten none.
